Origin and Belief of English Panperism. 


To tlie Editor of the irAiji- Courier. 


My last communication gave you some ide 


of the pauperism of this wealthiest of al 
modem nations; and I promised to funiisl 


you, 
in this letter, with a general view o 


what I conceive to he the leading causes o 
this unhappy state of England. Althougl 
in our country we liavci made aiuplc provis 
ion against such a condition of tilings, as ex 
ists here in Britain, to say nothing of Scot- 
land, of Ireland, aud the remaining portion 
of the Empire, we may possibly forgot our 
sclvcs in after years; there may he influence 
at work, who,c natural ten'dency will be K 
bring about, with ns, a similar condition; am 
theie is, at all events, so much chance of ou 
relating our stringent regulations in behal 
of tlie many in opposition to the few, that a 
good suimd lesson Irom the sad experience o 
our ancestors can scarcely fail to be of scrvia 
in the ciicle, where these paragraphs ai- 
load. 


You will see, as I pioceed, that I am as ever 


a flim believer in tiuly democratic legislation 
General Jackson, in one of Ills characteriati 
messages, proclaimed, as I think, tlie triu. 
lemocratic doctrine. He took tlie ground 
that the laws should lean, if they leaned at 
Jl, toward the protection of the humbler 
classes, the higher being able to protect their 
own interests, without much legislative aid.— 
'Legislate," s.tid lie, "so as to help the poor 
theiichcan help themselves:' Not Ui.it I 
ncmld employ exactly this phraseology, 01 
e-.en adopt the idea as thus c\pic-*e<l. 1 
nould rather sav : "Legislate for .ill alike 
>ut never, bj any means, have the law lean 
oward the man of wealth; the rich need no 
u'lp." Were I in public life, this would be 
ny creed; aud I should stick to it, in spite of 
ill sectional ot partizan ideas.

On the entrance of tins mighty chieftain 


iitohisncsv dominions, Jic dcelaied himself

whole himself for his on n personal use, ami 
having a whole army to pay for theirWalliant 
services, he took account of his nstWito-

diers. 


Evciy one of the gtcat forests, as then ex-

Here, then, we see three classes of owners 


to the King, which was looked upon as 
treason, worked a forfeiture to him. of all real 
and personal estate. When the King became 
over-greedy, whenever he took up an ill-opin- 
ion of any of his barons, all lie had to do was 
to lay against them a charge of treason, in 
order to get possession again of what had 
been given them out of his royal gen-erosity; 
the same principle was active also between 
the barons and their retainers; and thus it 
was that both King and nobles were always 
able, and never very slow, to augment their' 
estates by this ready means of confiscation. 
But in a barbarous, selfish, unfeeling age, 
there would be no limit to the action of this 
principle but interest. Whatever the King or 
baron wanted, he would take; and in this 


way, 
they could easily, as they really did, re- 


instate themselves into the possession of any 
desired amount of property, whenever they 
had become by war, by cxtiavagance, or by 
vice reduced. 


In the earlier times, when the retainers of 


these barons had no political power—n hen 
Uiere was no House of Commons—nhen the 
iconic wore completely subject to thegreat 
ords and the King—the augmentation ot es- 
Mtes went on by force; and nhcn the people 


:luee stjles of ownerships, all depending 
liowcvcr, upon one common piinciple. The 
King, in reality and in law, ouned the whole 
kingdom; the barons, who weie the genera 
and subaltern officers, held the eternal posses- 
sion of these estates, on the simple ctmditioi 
of doing military seruce for forty days a year 
within the country, and acknowledging the 
icieditary commander as their Ian fill King 
and the soldiers,, who had exactly the same 
titlu-to their possessions, and on the similar 
condition of owning fealtj to their barons and 
doing for them the mihtaiy duties required of 
them by the gie*t Euler of the land. 


In tins way, ps a gcnoial statement, was, 


the tetiitou of conquered Biitain distributee 
imong the conqueiois. But theie were souiq 
exceptions tothisgenei.il statement, The 
whole county ot Kent, the garden of EngT 
and. as I have told you, was one exccption.- 
After the decisive battle in the south of Eng 
and, by which the fate of the 'whole couutrj 
vas determined, the Conqueror was impatienl 
to push on to London, lest some formidabl* 
opposition might be raised against him, be- 
ore he could secure the victory already gauJ 
ed.

power of wealth. The great lords could not 
only inak-c all the laws to suit themsehcs.ninl 
so take the advantage of their ictainers un- 
lerlegal forms, but their vast Health g.ue 
them a perpetual opportunity to buy out the 
small estates all around, and thus to carry on 
the augmentation of thci. own. 


This theory of the holding of leal estate in 


iuglaiul, with all the historical ciioniiistanccs 
ha\e mentioned, has had the ultimate effect 


of throwing into a few hnnds all the real 
iropcrty ot the whole Kingdom. It w asm 
this way that such men as the Duke of Dev- 
onshire and the JlArquis of Westminster came 
nto possession of such \ast tiacts of the most 
aluablc propcity in England. Others, like 
he Duke of Bedford, it is true, obtained 
heirs by subsequent grants of the nioiuich 
it the time of the Reformation bj the spoila- 
ioii, or laJiet* confiscation, of thenionaste- 
ics. But the result is, from all these causes, 
hat nearly the whole of England is owned 
by a few hundred men, known as peers of the 
eal, who hold then annu.il gathering 101 
heirownprhatc advantage in the House of 


Jor centimes, the King, who was onlj the 


no-,1 powerful of the peers, and the peers 
hemsehes. ruled the whole land of Britain. 
They made and executed all the laws. Tho 
icople weic entirely at their mercy; and the 
iws enacted were solely for their own emo- 
uncnt. power and advantage. Some of those 
Id law^ exist still upon the statute books. 
There is one which w e see in force every day 
n the streets of London: and it is equally to 
e .seen in fvcry'part of England. The law I 
oFei to is.that the man riding in the carriage, 
nd not the footman, has the right of way ou 
all Btitish thoioughfares. The theory of this 
nactment was, that the pool man goo-, on 
oot, and th.-uxt.hc' rich man rides or di ivcs; 
0 the law of England, giving to a horse or 
arriagc the first right to tlie sttcet, was only 
. provision to compel the pnor man in every 
ase to get out of the rich man's way; and 
his is the law aud the practice at this day m 
very part of Britain. 
Peihaps you will indulge me with a person- 
1 leminiscence in relation to this law. Sov- 
raf years ago, ou my first visit to this coiui- 
ry, I was walking down Cheapside to mj ho- 
el, accompanied by my son and another 
oung American, now keeping a store in 
3augor. We each of us, for our better de- 
euce iu a foreign country, carried canes; and 
line was a pauicularly heavy one, of rose- 
•ood, and loaded at the lower end. Aa w e 
•ere making our way along, the twojoiing 
ion before, a carnage came rushing out 
roni a natrovv lane unobserved by me, and I 
nay add, regaidless of my existence, till the 
otses heads struck my shoulder, and their 
eet hit nfy ow n. Without premeditation, bv 
lere instinct, I threw up" my arm and eano, 
lilting the heads of the horses w ith rather a 
taggeiiug blow. Luiehing hack in then tia- 
cs, as horses -w ill do in such a case, they 
longhl the catriage and its lordly occupant 
to a sudden halt. It happened to be a noble- 
man's carnage, as I at once discovcrcVl; and 
the gieat man thrust his head out of the car- 
riage window, looking wild with 'anger at the 
innocent offender, and damning me at tlie 
top of liia bent in round aristocratic st,le. .V 
crowd soon gatheicd about us. I quietly ex- 
plained the case; but this did not appease his 
wrath: and he went so far as to threaten to 
get out of his carriage and give me .1 good 
beating. With contempt, rather than resent- 
ment, and with, I fear, a light sprinkling of 
the democrat in my tone and ' manner, I in- 
formed Ins loidship that if he chose that 
mode of treating the case, I honed he would 
put it into immediate execution. His lace 
swelled w ith anger; his cheeks were as led as 
a beet; the \eins of his temples were gorgei' 
with blood; and the language he employed 
would have been a lesson to an infuriated 
horse-jockey. The crowd increased; and the 
tlueats grew louder and fiercer as the popula- 
tion of that»tltorougfare argumcnted. But 
he did not venture to get out. ne only swore, 
and turned red, and threatened, igo provok- 
ing became his language.that I finally showed 
him my gentlemanly weapon, saying to him 
at the same time that he talked like an in- 
flated blockhead, that he did not dare to un- 
dertake the execution of Ins threats, that I 
was an American citizen, and would not suf- 
fer myself to be run over by anybody. There 
was by this, time a glut upon the street. But 
the angry lord hauled in his shallow head; 
the police, who had before not interfered, 
opened a passage for his carriage; his lord- 
ship drove ou, his throat evidently choked up 
with English bile; and the democratic crowd, 
who had richly enjoyed the scene, answered 
the shrill call of one of their own number in 
giving "three cheers for the old Yankee." The 
English, I may say in passing, are fond of 
pluck; tlie common, people hate the super- 
ciliousness which they dare not encounter; 
and so they were ready to cheer my demo- 
cratic victory over the aristocracy that offends 
and grinds them. But on getting to my hotel, 
I found that all the' Englishmen boarding 
there took sides against me; for thcv taught 
me, what I had not known; before, that the 
law of the land makes it the dntyof the poor 
man on foot to get out of the way of the rich 
man's carriage, or die beneath its wheels 
without 'remonstrance; and I have since 
learned, that, on an average, there are herein 
London alone over four per week, who in this 
my are constantly coming to their fatal 
But there are more ways thau one by which 


the rich ruling class have taken advantage of 
the poor in Engl md. With the few excep- 
tions already staled, we have seen how the.,' 
soil of, England v as seized aud held by & few' 
wndrad noblemt u; we know vary well how, 
>y the law of prim ogcnHure, these vast estates 
hare been, kept to gether and handed down to 
the present geucn ition; and I will now toson. 
tiou another MJ ula»iou by which the rich 
and-owncra have contrived to impose all the 
burdens of taxation on the poorer classes. If 


jou come here and hire a house or a piece of 
land, yon will find at once what th s arrange 
mentis You take the property whatever it 
ma> be, agreeing to pay a certain sum for 
rent, and you imagine that this is the end of 
the whole business. But the tax-gatherer 
comes along and tells you that there is a tax 
of some sort due You reply that know noth- 
ing of that matter; that the landlord has that 
thing to see to; that you -had not agreed to 
pay the taxes. Tour lease is called for; there 
is nothing said about the matter Ji the instru- 
ment , and you feel and look triumphant — 
But your triumph is a very brief one You 
are informed at once, that, where the lease 
sijs nothing on the subject, the ta^es fall up- 
on the tenant, as this is the general custom 
of the country. And so it is So cunningly 
ha\e the rich outwitted the poor, that all the 
property of the country, with only few excep- 
tions, is rented in such a w ay that the tenant 
pijs the owner a fixed amount and whatever 
tlu. Government may impose upon it. The 
rich can make war, and squander the public 
mone> on themselves, or do anything else they 
like, increasing the public burdens to any pos- 
s.ble extent, for like the Pharisees of old, 
they only lay their loads on other men's 
shoulder, they having exempted themselves 
entirely from them, and hence, whether they 
1m e T\ ar or peace, prosperity or adversity, 
success or failure, in national affairs, their in- 
comes remain the same, all the additional 
taxation, as well as all former taxation, being

en, not by themselves, but by the King. He, 
nho had been stripped of his absolute peroga- 
tursoier the nobility,his immediate ser- 
lants, found it necessary to weaken their au 
tlionty by pitting against them then- own de- 
pendents 
nhen thej had thus got a taste ol 


liberty, their thirst for it grcn apace, till they 
hue now at last, after ages of contention, be- 
cime supreme Having long ago obtained 
one branch of the national legislature as their 
own, 
and thus set limits to the powers of 


both the nobles and the King, they have final 
Ij reduced the House of Peers to a mere 
shadow, and concentrated the substance of all 
legislative authority la themsehes, and nc 
sooner had they taken possession of the goi 
eminent than they began to enlarge their on n 
prerogatives, till they made themselves, what 
they now are, the acknowledged zulers of tbe 
land. A free press, free speech, and almost a 
universal suffrage, have at length crowned 
their efforts. They are now vigormislj at 
work re"ersing the old laws, reforming old 
abuses, and inangunttng a new and popular
